On the part of the Bank, evidence 
was gone into at the trial to show the manner in 
which Messrs, Odier had become possessed of 
the note. By a letter from them to the plaintiff, 
it appeared that they had Pupehased it from @ 
Mr. Emery, a bullion-dealer’ in Paria, whose 
seller was a Mr. Duval, alad a bullien-dealer, 

who had stated that he purchased 1t of an Knglinh ‘ 
geatloman, with whose name end address he | 
was unacquainted, The case went to the 
jury upon the question whether or not Mesara. 
Odier had obtained the note in the ordinary 
course of dealing in Paris; and they having found 
inthe afliemative, returned a verdict for the 
plaintif Lord Tenterden, however, intimated 
somo doubt upon the question of law whether 
the note had been obtained by Messrs. Odier in 
euch a manner as conferred a title upon them, 
stating at the same time that the plaintiff's title 
must depend upon that of Mesare.

But 
if it were to be contended that his title must de- 
pend upon that of Messrs Odier, what cireum- 
stances were there to show that those persons 
had not received it in the regular course of bu- 
siness, for value? ‘The evidence showed that it 
had come into their handa in the manner that 
Bank of England notes were ueually transferred 
m Paris. Mesera. Odier were respectable mer- 
chants, and there were no circumstances to 
throw suspicion upon their conduct. They had 
disclosed the name of the person from whom 
they took the note, and aleo the name of the 
party who had sold itto him; and the jury, on 
the queation left to them at the trial, had found 
that Messra. Odier had received the note in the 
regular course of business. There could, ihere- 
fore, be no ground for disturbing the verdict.

News from the Theatre of War. 


Warsaw, May 26.—The campaign on the 


Danube has commenced with the investmept of 


the important fortress of Silistria, which has 
been executed with equal energy and success. 

‘The head-quarters were removed some time 
ago to Czernowody, Count Diebitsch having col- 
lected many troops there, advanced on the 13th 
May at the head of 21 battalions, 16 squadrons 
of cavalry, and some regiments of Cossacks, by 
way of Kuzgoun towards Silistria. The great 
road by way of Rasserat was still under water, 
in consequence of the overflowing of the Danube, 
and the troops had difficulties of all kinds to 
overcome in consequence of the badness of the 
roads, but the idea of marching against the ene- 
my caused them to bear all hardships with the 
greatest zeal. 

**On the 17th of May, at three o'clock in the 
morning, the corps reached the village of Alina- 
lui, five wersts from Silistria, without having 
fallen in with the enemy on their march. Here 
the Commander-in-chief divided his corps into 
three coluinns, the mght under, Lieut.-General 
Bartholomey, the centre under hlajor-General 
Laschkiewitch, and the lef under Lieutenant - 
General Krassowsky. The first fell in with the 
enemy, about 5,000 strong, who occupied some 
entrenchments which were erected last year, 
two wersts from Silistria. A brisk attack made 
by a regiments of Cossacks, under the eye of 
the commander-in-chief, upon a mass of Turk- 
ish cavalry posted upon the heights, was the 
signal for a general battle. ‘The infantry, which 
quickly followed, attacked with ecual zeal, the 
enemy was broken, and, in less than a quarter 
of an hour, driven from all the works which he 
occupied on that point: the centre column fol- 
lowed this example, but the left column met 
with greater resistance; and, as it had a 
longer march to make, it did not arrive till two 
o'clock in the afternoon. General Krassowsky 
having given his troops an hour's rest, led them 
against two strong redoubts which were advan- 
tageously situated, and which were taken in a 
moment. The Turks, who were driven back 
at every point, now thought of only getting 
back into the fortress. 

“Our flotilla on the Danube, commanded by 
Rear-Admiral Patiniotti, supported these move- 
ments, so that the investment of the very exten- 
sive fortress of Silistria was not only eflected in 
a single day, but the troops advanced within 
the distance of cannon shot of the walls. In the 
following night our Cossacks took a Turkish 
courer, sent by the Pacha of Silistria to the 
Grand Viaier at Shumla, to inform him of the in- 
vestment of the place, and earnestly begging as- 
sistance. 

**The loss of the enemy on the 17th May, may 
be about 400 or 500 men killed and wounded; 
ours is about 150 men killed and wounded. — 
The bridge bmlt at Kalarasch, the completion 
of which was delayed by the overflowing of the 
river, will be finished in two or three days, and 
as well as the bridge at Hirsowra, will facilitate

Danube. The communication of the besieging 
corps with Bazardjik, Kosludgi, and Pravad:, 
are fully secured, and the detachments sent out 
to scour the country have only met with a few 
straggling parties of the enemy.

Unprotected Trade of our Southwestern 
Frontier.—The following letter to the Editor, 
from a respectable citizen of Miller county, we 
doubt not speaks the sentiments of every inhabi- 
tant of this section of our Territory; and we do 
not know that we can better subserve the in- 
tercsts of those interested, than by laying it be- 
fore the public. 

Mitcer,C. II., June Ist, 1829. 

Dear Sir,—The troops stationed at Canton- 
ment Towson will doubtless leave there for Can- 
tonment Jessup, by the 15th inst. at farthest, 
which will leave this frontier in a deplorably 
helpless condition—exposed on two sides, for a 
distance of upwards of 300 miles, to numerous 
hostile Indians. 

** [tis unpossible to ascertain with any degree 
of precision the number of warriors that the un- 
friendly tribes of Chamancha, Pawnee, and Wa- 
coe Indians can bring into the field—but it is 
generally estimated at not less than 20,000,— 
When the present frontier settlers remove, which 
they are preparing to do immediately, it will 
still leave an exposed frontier, which will require 
the strong arm of Government to protect them. 
I am astonished at the removal of the troops, 
and am ata loss to account for the cause—but 
expect it has grown out of some false represen- 
tations, the result of private prejudice. Though 
I am prepared to remove immediately, yet the 
same strong reasons exist for keeping up an effi- 
cient armed force in this quarter; and [ would 
suggest the propriety of the dignitaries of our 
land using their influence with the Government, 
for the purpose of procuring relief for the unfor- 
tunate and unprotected inhabitants of this ex- 
posed frontier. 1 have spoken to Col. Sevier on 
the subject, who is decidedly opposed to the re- 
moval of the troops, and offers to render us all 
the assistance in Cie power."’ 

‘‘All is hurry and confusion here, to get from 
this neglected region, and out of the reach of the 
devastation and ruin which is anticipated from 
the hostile Indians, on the withdrawal of the 
troops. »

SURGICAL OPERATION. 

The Louisville Focus, Ky. of the 7th inst. de- 
scribes a difficult and interesting operation in 
pan performed in that city, by ctor Ed- 
ward Johnson, formerly of Chesterfield county, 
Virginia. ‘The disease was an enlargement of 
the lower jaw bone, technically denominated an 
ostoe-sarcoma.’ It occurred in a healthy negro, 
and commenced about 13 years ago from a de- 
cayed tooth, the disease of which had effected 
the socket in the bone. The enlargement went 
on oe | for nine or ten years; but ny it 
increased faster, and began to endanger the life 
of the patient by its pressure on the throat.— 
After the bony tumor was taken out, it weighed 
18 1-2 oz. and measured 12 38-4 inches in cir- 
cumference.’ 

A very particulsr description is given of the 
operation, which resulted favorably. A month 
had elapsed, and the patient was evidently re- 
covering. The jaw bone itself was sawed m 
two, and the carious parts were taken out, and 
a cap of sheet lead in the natural form of the 
chin was put on to give the parts a proper 
shape. In most cases, the operators have 
deemed it necessary to tie the caroted artory; 
but in this case it was preserved. Much praise 
iw given to Dr. J. for the skill and judgment he 
displayed, in the presence of several members 
of the Faculty, and other citizens.
